The government had practically 
taken the first step to assume the bur- 
den of defaulting railways under pro- 
vincial guarantee. 

Capt. Pearson thought the railway 
might be operated by the province if 
the federal government would not take 
the McArthur system over. 

Mr. Ewing said his information was 
to the effect that not one of these 
systems was more than paying cp- 
eration expenses. The provincial gov- 
ernment was unfitted by experience 
and facilities to successfully operate 
such systems, 

Out of the trust funds held by the 
province from ths sale of provincially 
guaranteed bonds had been spent near- 
ly $7,000,000 on the A. & G.W. 
all of this money had been spent on 
the line. The loss of money on these 
systems would have to be met by taxa- 
tion on the people of the province.

ESCAPED — 
MURDERER 
IS STILL OUT 


Generally Thought He Has Man- 
aged to Get Over to the 
United States 


Toronto, April 17.—The second day 
since the escape of Frank McCullough, 
condemned murderer, from the jail 
here, passed without the police appar- 
ently being any the wiser as to his 
whereabouts. It seems to be generally 
accepted that the fugitive succeeded 
in getting into the United States a few 
hours after he broke out of prison, for 
he had several hours advantage of the 
authorities and it is thought a motor 
car had been provided for his flight 
late Tuesday night or early Wednes- 
day morning. 

With regard to E. Corrall, the re- 
turned soldier who was acting as the 
“death watch” in McCullough’s cell 
the night of the escape, his alleged ad- 
mission that he was a go-between for 
the condemned murderer and a young 
woman whom the police say disap- 
peared yesterday, the public interest 
increases. So far as is known, no an- 
alysis was made of the coffee which 
he said put him to sleep, and which 
McCullough’s note to Corrall stated 
contained a sleeping Powder. The 
note in question evidently was calcul- 
ated to divert suspicion from the 
guard as to complicity in the escape, 
and the return today to Mrs, Corrall 
of her husband's soldier buttons which 
were presumed to have been carried 
off by McCullough when he tok the 
guard's coat on Tuesday night, adds 
to McCullough’'s apparent desire to 
save Curral from punishment, 

It is understood that an official in- 
vestigation into the whole thing. is 
being made, but the result may not be 
known for a while,

LONDON, April 17—-(A.P.)—Open 
warfare between David Lioyd George 
| the British prime minister, and Lord 
Northcliffe, Dngland's forernost pub- 
lisher, to the political world is the 
most interesting result of the pre- 
mier'’s flying visit to London from 
the Paris peace conference and his 
speech before parliament Wednesday. 

Lord Northeliffe and Baron Beaver- 
| brook, who served as the official ‘eye- 
witness” for the Canadian govern- 
ment at the front in 1916 and later 
became chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, and minister of informa- 
tion, always have been credited with 
being the powers behind the scenes 
who brought about the retirement of 
Premier Asquith and the succession 
of Lloyd George to the head of the 
cabinet. Northcliffe’s newspapers 
gave Lioyad George general support 
| throughout his management of the 
war, but when the general election 
followed the administrative, they 
shifted somewhat to the attitude of 
friendly critics, Only during the lat- 
est development of the peace con- 
ference huve they bécome sharply 
critical of Mr. Lioyd George's leader- 
ship. 

Says Northcliffe Disappointed 

The premier in his speech in the

|. THE GERMANS 


| Plans Are Completed for Deliv- 
| ery of Terms of Peace to 
Delegates 


Paris, April 17/The procedure on 
the arrival of the German plenipoten- 
tlaries at Versailles has been virtually 
concluded, It will be the Premiers, 
Lioyd George, Clemenceau and Or- 

ndo,-and-Preaident Wilson 
hold the first meeting and deliver the 
treaty, as it is not deemed feasible to 
have all the allied powers attend this 
initial session. 

The actual arrival of the Germans 
jat Versailles will occur on Friday 
night, April 25th, but the meeting 
with the premiers and the President 
will not be held until Saturday, and 
may even go over until Monday. 

After the treaty is actually delivered 
it is intended to allow adequate time 
for the Germans to make inquirtes 
concerning the various details before 
returning to Weimar. This is ex- 
| pected to take about two days, the 
first day being devoted by the Ger- 
| mans to familiarizing themselves with 
the terms, and the second day to the 
answering of suchgqueries as they may 
make. There is no purpose to have 
i this assume the character of a discus- 
sion, but merely the elucidation of any 
points which may assist in securing 
prompt and favorable action when the 
| plenipotentiaries return to Weimar 
| It is believed that the stay of the 
plenipotentiaries at Weimar will be 
over a week, thus bringing them back 
to Versailles about May 10 to 15, This,

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PUBLIC TRUSTEE | 


ACT ENDORSED 


Safe and Convenient Method of 
Adjusting Private Affairs Is 
Established 


A new bill {ntroduced in the legis- 
lature Thursday morning by the pro- 
vincial treasurer, Hon. C. R. Mitchell, 
and endorsed by the house, estab- 
lishes by the creation of a public 
trustee a means of safe and i!nex- 
pensive adjustment of estates and 
affairs requiring the appointment of 
administrators, executors, agents or 
attorneys. 

Dealing with this most important 
measure, Hon. C. R. Mitchell outlined 
its main features to the following 
effect: 

“Under this bill an official called 
the Public Trustee {s constituted a 
corporation sole. The bill is design- 
ed to afford at low rates of commis- 
sion a secure and _ convenient re- 
course, where anyone resident either 
in or out of Alberta wishes to ap- 
point a trustee, executor or agent or 
attorney and is in some difficulty as 
to whom to choose. The public trus- 
tee may also at the request of any 
person who has been appointed a 


trustee, executor or administrator, and | 


who is for any reason unwilling to 
undertake or continue the adminis- 
tration of the trust, relieve him of 
that duty. 

“Various functions of tho public 
trustee are set out in the 4th section 
of the bill, which runs as follows: 


“‘The public trustee may accept 
any appointment by the govern- 
ment, or any other person, or by 
a court and either generally or in 
a particular case (as the case may 
be) as trustee, executor, admin- 
istrator, guardian, committee, 
agent, attorney, arbitrator, umpire, 
receiver, Hquidator, official guar- 
dian, official assignee, or admin- 
istrator of lunatics’ estates under 
any Instrument authorizing the ap- 
pointment of any of the sald per- 
sons or under the exercise of the 
general jurisdiction of any court, 
and any such other appointment as 
may be prescribed, but he shall not 
accept any such appointment joint- 
ly with any other persons or per- 
son without the prior consent 
the minister.’ 


Case of Small Estates 


“In the case of small estates, that 
is, estates under the value of $5,000, 
the publio trustee may, where no 
other person has been appointed to 
administer, entitle himself to admin- 
ister by merely filing an election so 
to do. This will obviously decrease 
the now excessive cost of obtaining 
letters of administration, ete. 

“The public trustee may also serve 
as a temporary executor or admin- 
istrator until the appearance of some 
one entitled to administer. While 
so acting he cannot finally dispose of 
any portion of the property, unless 
{it is of a perishable nature. This 
authority {s clearly highly serviceable 
in the case of estates where nroperty 
may be suffering or is in danger of 
suffering injury through neglect or 


| delay to take out probate or admin- 


istration. 

“The cost of administering estates 
{is further diminished by the power 
of the public trustee to take’ the 
opinion of the judge on all questions 
of administration without instituting 
any action and so to save much legal 
expense. 

“Perhaps the most {mportant feat- 
ure of the new bill is that the office 
of the public trustee is a department 
of the government service and the 
security and fidelity of the adminis- 


tration is guaranteed by the statute 
whereby the province is pledged to 
maintain the integrity of all capital | 


in the hands of the

can only be invested by the public 
trustee in ordinary trustee invest- 
ments and some other investments 


of a high degree of safety. It fol- 
lows that there is ne state guarantee, 
where the will or trust instrument 
under which the trustee acts express- 
ly directs the investment of the trust 
fund otherwise than in securities au- 
thorized by the bill. 


Investigation of Accounts 


“There is also an {important pro- 
vision which permits the investiga- 
tion of the accounts of any trust 
estates on behalf of any trustee or 
beneficiary and the proper audit 
thereof under rules to be made for 
that purpose under the bill. 

“It might be noted that the pub- 
lic trustee's authority to accept the 
appointment of agent or attorney, 
enables him to render a great variety 
of services of a temporary and sub- 
ordinate character. To persons leav- 
ing the province for a time or desir- 
ing for other reasons to arrange for 
the temporary management of their 
property, the office of the public 
trustee will thus prove a great boon. 

“An act of this nature has been in 
operation in England and New Zea- 
land, and elsewhere, for some time, 
and it has been made great use of. 
As !llustrations of this fact, it may 
be stated that in New Zealand, with 
a population of about 1,000,000 per- 
sons, the public trustee administered 
in 1916 8,734 estates to the value of 
over $41,000,000, while in England 
during the calendar year from the 
ist of April, 1916, to the 31st of 
March, 1917, 1,811 new estates were 
accepted to the value of $88,000,000; 
while since the opening of the office 
in England on the ist of January, 
1908, to the 31st of March, 1917, the 
total value of estates and trusts given 
in to the charge of the public trustee 
amounted to about $500,000,000. The 
English act {s, however, of a more 
restricted scope than the bill under 
consideration, or than the proposed 
Ontario act, or the various Australian 
acts In general.”

INCREASED TELEPHONE RATES; 
SERVICE MUST PROVIDE FOR THE 
RETURN OF CAPITAL INVESTMENT 


The telephone policy of the gov- 
ernment heretofore has been to build 
and operate rural lines at low cost. 
This has been made possible by the 
fact that the long distance tolls and 
exchange earnings have been 6up- 
porting the rural lines. A glance at 
the figures of these different depart- 
ments will show a vast discrepancy. 
For instance, tolls on long distance 
lines, against a capital investment of 
$2,348,110.29 shé@w earnings of $690,- 
150.58, or 25.18 per cent. gross re- 
turn on capital. Exchange lines 
againet $4,458,131.02 show $530,- 
610.47, or 11.90 per cent., while rural 
lines with a capitalization of $2,952,- 
739.48 show $197,545.09, or 
per cent.; a little more than half as 
much as exchange returns and a lit- 
tle less than one-quarter as much 
as long distance returns in the same 
proportions. 

It is a generally accepted fact 
among telephone companies that in 
order to efficiently maintain and op- 


erate a system it must pay in the 
neighborhood of 20 per cent. gross 
return on capital, and if the system 


is to be self-supporting the gross re- 
turns must take care of the following 
operation and maintenance charges:

The postmen also uested that an 
extra staff be provided to carry on 
the work of any man or men absent 
from work. This matter was left 
over for further investigation. 

The thirteenth demaed, that all 
bonuses and allowances now paid ag 
additions to salary be included in aal- 
ary, will be dealt with by the civil 
service commission, A matter which 
'also would be taken up in reclessifi- 
cation was that the minimum wege 
lof $24 per week be given all postal 
jemployees with corresponding in- 
creases to the higher grades,

Waiting to See | 


Colonel Currie, Unionist M.P. 
for North Simcoe, has paid his re- 
spects in characteristic fashion to 
the Western farmers, who have 
ventured to ask for a radical re- 
duction in the tariff, and in par- 
ticular to the president of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, whom 
he gratituiously accuses of being 
an ‘‘avowed annexationist.’’ His 
observances along these lines are 
what might be expected from the 
source . 

It may, however, somewhat sur- 
prise the reader to notice the col- 
onel’s declaration that the manu- 
facturing industries of Eastern 
Canada are paralyzed, waiting to 
see what the government proposes 
to do. If the present tariff, which 
runs as high as 42 1-2 per cent., is 
not enough to save the manufac- 
turing interests of Eastern Can- 
ada from paralysis, it is obviously 
useless to try to galvanize them 
into business activity by any sort 
of tariff protection, however heav- 
ily the public may be taxed for 
their benefit. Protection, in other 
words, according to General Cur- 
rie, is a failure; the manufacturer 
not being willing to do business 
even under a 42 1-2 per cent. tariff 
unless guaranteed that that tariff 
is to stand indefinitely. 

An even worse feature of the 
situation is that the farmers of 
Western Canada, and probably the 
farmers of Eastern Canada also, 
are in precisely the position in 
which Colonel Currie says the 
manufacturers are. They, too, are 
waiting to see'what the govern- 
ment intends to do. With war 
prices demanded for everything he 
has to buy and no guaranteed 
price as to what he will get for 
this season’s crop, the Western 
farmer is planning his season’s 
operations on the basis of retrench- 
ment rather than extension. Upon 
all the evidence available 
will be less crop sown in Alberta 
this year than there was last; de- 
spite the fact that last year’s mis- 
fortune makes it more than usual- 
ly urgent that the farmers this 
year should reap as large a har- 
vest as they possibly can. 

Whatever may be the cause of 
the alleged stagnation in the 
manufacturing centres there:is no 
mystery as to the reason for the 
spirit of conservatism that has 
overtaken the Western farmer. 
Buying at prices fixed by a highly 
protective tariff and selling on 
the free trade basis does not ap- 
peal to him as a proposition that 
is safe to go into any more heavily 
than circumstances compel. He, 
too, is ‘‘waiting to see’’ what the 
government intends to do.

Pintail—tThe pintail is also a favorite 
with the sportsmen, but on account of 
its slightly smaller size is not quite 
so popular as the mailard.
